Edward Dart Wins in Chaffey

In the repealing of amend- | 
ment No. 1, C. E. Grier, chair- 
man of the board of supervisors, 
sees a reduction in county taxes 
from 20 to 25 per cent and at 
the meeting of the Cucamonga 
Service club Tuesday, he told 
of the efforts being made to 
rescind the measure. 

He also referred to the coun- 
ty grape industry and the recent 
effort to have the supervisors 
pass a wine tonic ordinance. 


Agitation for the repeal of 
the tax amendment has led to 
the calling of representatives of 
the various counties to meet in 
Sacramento early next month. 
San Bernardino county is affect- 
ed in a large way by the amend- 
ment due to the railroad valua- 
tion of $33,000,000. 

The tax rate in 1910 was $1.10 
and a year later the amendment 
was put into effect and the in- 
crease in the tax rate from then 
until 1920 has been partly due 
to the county’s loss of taxes from 
the railroad property. Issuance 
of highway bonds during this 
period was also responsible for 
the tax rate gain, the official 
explained. 

Since 1920, when the tax rate 
was $2.65, the supervisors have 
followed the “pay-as-you-go” 
method. The tax rate last year 
was $2.63. During this last 10- 
year period, the issuance of 
bonds for the new courthouse 
has been the only exception to 
the “pay-as-you-go” plan, but 
these bonds were taken up as

An interesting experiment by the Hawaiian Trust company, 
Honolulu, on the beneficial affeets of afternoon orange juice in 
inereasing the tired stenographer’s efficiency, recently appear- 
ed in the columns of the Honolulu Star Bulletin.
